Executive Officers of the Teamsters 


Cailsd to Chicago to Consider the 
Situation -^President Gompers Is- 
sues an Appeal for Funds—Federa- 
tion of Labor Called into Dispute. 


Chicago, May 16.—A practical ar- 


mistice in the teamsters' strike has 
hpen declared, to last until the offi- 
cers of the International Brotherhood 
of Tfamstprs meet here either on 
\VeOnosday or Thursday of this week. 
At a meeting of the teamsters' joint 
council to reconsider the action of 
Saturday night, when it was decided 
to refuse the demand" of the team- 
owners' association that deliveries be 
made to houses where strikes exist, 
the members of tbe council reaffirmed 
ilit'ir stand and decided that they 
would not accede to the demands of 
the team-owners' association. 


The lumbermen's association pass- 


ed a resolution calling on the team- 
bteis to define their position as to 
what might be expected when the 
lumber firms of the city called upon 
them to make deliveries. The asso 
elation declared that it was in favor 
of making deliveries irrespective of 
the ytrike.and announced that drivers 
\\\w refused to deliver goods as or- 
dered would he discharged. The lum- 
ber concerns represented at the meet- 
ing employ 1,200 teamsters, and a 
strike of these would mean great em- 
barrassment 
to building operations 


in the city 


Vv'hat the employers take as n sign 


of the end of the strike was a tele- 
gram sent by President Shea of the 
teamsters' union to President Gom- 
pers. The message arranged for a 
meeting of the executive board of the 
American Federation of Labor, to be 
held in Chicago near the end of the 
present week. President Shea also 
telegraphed the members of the ex- 
ecutive board of the 
International 


Brotherhood of Teamsters to come to 
Chicago forthwith It is expected this 
body will meet in Chicago Wednesday 
or Thursday. These officials have the 
final word in calling or putting an end 
to a strike of the teamsters' organiza- 
tion. 
They are the same men who 


were called to Chicago last year to 
put an end to the strike of the team- 
sters at the stockyards, and it is be- 
lieved by the employers that they have 
now been summoned for a similar 
purpose. 


An urgent appeal for money has 


been sent out by President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
which gives color to the latter conclu- 
sion.

Limitation of Purchases to American 


Goods Would Mean Serious Finan- 
cial Loss—Secretary Taft Indorses 
the Commissioners' Action—Ships 
May Be Procured Abroad. 


Washington, May 1C.— The execu- 


tive committee of the isthmian canal 
commission decided to purchase in 
the markets of the world the material 
and. ships necessary for the building 
of the Panama canal. This important 
decision was reached with some re- 
luctance, because it was appreciated 
by Secretary Taft and the executive 
committee that there would surely 
be a great outcry 'from the two great 
interests in this country, the pro- 
ducers of material and the shipown- 
ers, if the purchases were not limited 
to the American products. But it was 
decided that the money consideration 
was so great that it could not be 
ignored, as it was held In some cases 
that 50 per cent more would be 
charged for material needed in canal 
construction 
than the same goods 


could be purchased for in Europe. 


Chief 
Engineer Wallace, for in- 


stance, showed that two ships in ad- 
dition to those running between New 
York and Colon and owned by the 
Panama Railroad .company, were ab- 
solutely necessary to carry the food 
supplies and material needed for the 
work. 
No American ships could be 


bought at any reasonable price, and 
when it came to building such ships 
it was found, according to Secretary 
Taft's estimate, that while he can buy 
two 
2,600-ton ships in Europe for 


$750,000, it would cost $1,400,000 to 
build such ships here. And in addi- 
tion, while the European ships could 
be had at once, it would take at least 
18 months to secure American boats. 
As to material needed for canal con- 
structioa, the committee decided that 
by reserving to itself the right to pur- 
chase in the world's markets, it would 
at least oblige American manufactur- 
ers to give them the benefit of their 
foreign prices if they wish to sell 
goods to the committee. 
Secretary 


Taft explained that he felt obliged to 
indorse this decision.

The Chicago and Alton railroad has 


completed plans for operating gasoline- 
elpctric motor cars between Mexico and 
Jefferson City, Mo., and between vari- 
ous points in Illinois, says the Kansas 
City Star. The service will be installed 
upon branch lines where it will be 
economy to operate motor cars instead 
of the more expensive steam trains. 
The cars that have been built for the 
new service are designed on the latest 
pattern. They will seat eighty-six pas- 
sengers, exclusive of a smoking room 
that will accommodate fifteen, and will 
be operated by a gasoline motor, sup- 
plemented by electricity for. the pur- 
pose of insuring quick stops. The elec- 
tricity will be supplied by a storage 
battery. It b»<5 been estimated that the 
motor car service can be operated at 
13 per cent of the cost of steam opera- 
tion. 


Two cars will be put on for the fifty 


mile run between Mexico and Jefferson 
City, and connection will be rnnile with 
all main line trains on the Alton. The 
cars are designed for a maximum speed 
of eighty mile~ftnhour. The cars are no-.' 
being built, and Ihe service will be in- 
stalled July 1. The motor car service 
to be put on by the Alton will be the 
first service of the kind to be put In 
operation in Missouri. 


A feature of the electric motor attach- 


ment is that the car can get under way 
on the start at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour for a short distance of 
three mile's. In addition to tbe passen- 
ger conches there will also ho o;>enUei 
gasoline-electric baggage freight cars.
